The Italians were disheartened 
and disil­

and fascism, more 
torn by factional 
disputes than were the 
residents of metropolitan France. 
But for the French Underground the war 
is only now approaching 
its climax. 
The 
Underground fighters hav e reached the last 
mile on their road to liberation, 
a road 
down which they hav e labored through hu­ 
miliation and tragedy , but with infinite pa­ 
tience and cunning, for four y ears. 
These labors did much 
to pav e the way 
for the successful inv asion. 
But they are 
not finished, and will not be finished 
un­ 
til the Underground 
has 
completed 
its 
work, and with it one of the noblest chap­ 
ters in French history .

So adult emergencies are 
more likely to be trauma—cuts, 
bruises, burns, sprains, broken 
bones—or poisoning. 
A possible fracture should al­ 
way s be suspected in a collision 
accident—being knocked down by 
an automobile, etc.—or a fall, and 
falls are v ery common household 
accidents in the late summer and 
early fall, what with getting up 
on 
rickety 
ladders

house 
cleaning or going down dark cellar 
• lairs to start the furnace, etc. 
Do n’t Mo v e Patient 
^ou are in the presence of 
a 
person who has suffered such an 
accident, and there is no doctor 
or any body else around—what are 
y ou to do ? Well, the first piece of 
adv ice I feel like giv ing is that of 
a famous old Dublin practitioner 
v .ho was outlining his final testa­ 
ment of wisdom in the art of treat­ 
ment*^) a fav orite assistant who 
was leav ing him to go out to a 
wilderness of patients of his own. 
The y oung man had departed and 
closed the door when the old doc­ 
tor inn after him and said—"And, 
oh, ( harlie — one other thing — 
don’t do too much!" 
The tendency when a person ha' 
boon knocked down or fallen off 
something and is ly ing daz*>d in a 
hf*ap is to di« play great activ ity 
when as a matter of wisdom mas­ 
terful inactiv ity is called for. Do 
not try to mov e them about too 
much, or lift the head, or arrange 
the clothe*. The injured person is 
bound to be in more or less shock 
and such mov ements only add to 
the shock. 


I 
The mo re revere the injury the 
left the p a tient tho uld b e ha nd led . 
Especially don’t try to mov e the 
limbs to see if there is a disloca­ 
tion or a fracture. After the shock 
is ov er and the v ictim has come 
out of hn daze, and he has to be 
transported to a doctor, if y ou 
I ev en suspect a fracture, put on a 
j simple splint with a piece of board 
or a pillow or a sling. It doesn’t 
make any difference for immedi­ 
ate purposes whether the ends of 
the fractured bones are in position 
or not; the only purpose of the 
splint it to reduce pain and shock. 
For poisonings don’t try to re­ 
member the exact antidote. Gen­ 
eral measures are of more import­ 
ance—empty the stomach by v om­ 
iting. the bowels by enema, get the 
patient to bed and sweating. The 
univ ersal antidote that can prob­ 
ably be found in any household is 
tincture of iodine a loed to boiled 
starch. Or egg white and baking 
soda. 


Natural disease that produces 
emergencies 
in 
adults 
mani­ 
fests itself in the great majority 
of cases by pain < appendicitis, 
gallstones, heart pain) or short­ 
ness of breath. For any of them, 
rest, hot water bags, and pare­ 
goric will do best until the doctor 
comes.

Any pain along 
a nerv e path is called neuritis, 
when, properly , it should be called 
neuralgia. Neuritis is an inflam­ 
mation or degeneration of a nerv e 
and usually leads not only to pain 
but also to paraly sis. Many are 
the causes of neuritis—infection, 
degeneration by lead, and other 
poisons, nutritional disturbances 
—such as diabetes and Vitamin B 
deficiency (beri-beri).
